TILDBN'S ILLEGAL AND FRATIDU 


LEST 8UINPLASTERS. 


A correspondent writes to us to in- 


quire what the facts are as regards Til 
den's shinplaster reeord.

No, lea 


thun,fifty-eight miDing corporations i 
the northern peninsula of Michigan, » 
which Tilden was one of the pnooipa 
stockholders and a logul adviaer, issue., 
to and paid oil their hands 10 scrip o 
their own niaaufdcture, veritable shm- 
plasters. • This scrip was a legal tende 
for debts caDtraoted for goods at 
th< 


stores of the companies issuing theni 
It was an ingenious way to compel the 
workmen to take their pay in, goods 
and pny for them whatever their em 
plovers might see fit to ask. The whol 
amount issued was $100,000,000. The 
scrip mills would probably be running 
yet but for the fact that gome two yean 
ago certain persons were arrested fo: 
counterfeiting 'the scrip. The resul 
of that suit was very different from 
what the prosecution intended. Thi 
accused waived the question of fact in 
volved, and took t'uo bold position thai 
even if they had counterfeited thestui 
they had committed no ciinio. 
The 


defense maintained clmt tha currency 
itself was fraudulent and illegal. On 
that lino tho battle wus fought, Th 
contest was a desperate one. If the 
defense was sustained, it would put an 
end to the1 system, and place all con 
cerned in it in a very awkward posi 
tion, as implicated in n gigantic fraud 
The defense made out such an over- 
whelming case that the court acquittec 
the accused on the ground that the 
genuine scrip itself waa fraudulent and 
illegal. 


Some of tho officers and stockholders 


of tho companies implicated could es- 
cape personal censure on the score o: 
ignorance, but Goveinor Tilden could 
not. lie is a lawyer, and waa bound to 
know what the law was, and as a mat- 
ter of fact, he must have been perfectly 
awaru ofthe fraudulent and illegal na- 
turo of the scrip. Yet for eleyen years 
he wa» a party to its issuance, and also 
shared in the enormous profits arising 
from it. 


This is not all, A Marquette corres- 


pondent, after setting forth, with de>, 
;ails uninteresting to the general pub- 
ij, the foregoing facts,, adds that "at 
the flame time," (that is when these 
counterfeiters were acquitted) "tho rev- 
enue officers began to demand the in- 
ternal revenue tax, and begun to take 
evidence as to the amount of circula- 
ion. The tax was 10, per cent, and 
'or the twelve years Tilden's share 
amounted to at least §10,000. But by 
lome secret manipulation a bill was 
smuggled through congress on

among those sayings of Christ that were 
floating about from lip to lip, as the 
sayings of gieat and good man gam cur- 
rency in tUi.se days, and thai while the 
conversation, ordiscomsi' of Christ in 
which.the wordsfell fiom his lips,was not 
given, the words themselves had passed 
into a pioverb that was recognized in all 
the churches a? having been spoken by 
the Lard Jesus. Tho speaker then pro- 
ceeded to ^explain the meaning of the 
wOrd blessed as used in the te\t, and 
said that it icferrcd to the feelings them- 
selves, and also to the good that comes 
as the result of something done. To il- 
lustiato the text and show its tiuthful- 
ness, lie said he would in the first place 
speak of the blessedness of receiving, 
which point was beautifully and elo- 
quently prespted, by illustrations from 
life and experience. TJhen was set over 
against this the blessedness of giving, 
which was shown to far exceed that of 
receiving. This point was also set forth 
in a most perspicuous manner, by telling 
illustrations 
We have to say of the 


discourse thioughout, that while its lan- 
guage and illustrations were such as a 
child could understand, its passages 
were surpassingly eloquent and moving.

A CUTTING AFFBAT. 


On Saturday evening a serious affray

The latter came to a halt near the rail- 
road track when Mr. R, approached him 
in t> menacing manner, shaking his flst 
in his 
face. 
Riebsame 
then 
ad- 


vanced upon Maddox, seizing hold of 
him and giving him a heavy blow in 
the face 
The latter then drew a knife 


and made two thrusts at the former, one 
lick taking effect ,'near tbe nipple, and 
the other just below the ribs, making 
two ugly wounds. The wounded man 
then left the other and walked to his 
home bleeding 
quite profusely. Dr 


Routh was summoned, and upon exam- 
ining the wounds, gave it as his opin- 
ion that in one stab the point of tho 
knife had pierced the luag, and express- 
ed fears of a fatal result. As soon as 
possible a warrant waa piocured, and 
MaddoxJ was placed under arrest and 
brought before Justice Hughes 
As the 


wounded man was not in a condition to 
admit of Ins appearance, tho case was 
oontmued until Saturday next, when 
the result of the stabbing will be better 
undci stood. 


JIaddox was held to tail in the sum 


of one thousand dollars, in default of 
which he was committed. 


There aie rumors of Maddox having 


whipped one of Riebsame's children, 
and that is given as a causo ol tho lat- 
ter's exasperation, but we jhave no defi- 
nite knowledge in regard to that and 
some other rumors afloat in relation to 
the difficulty, but have given the sub-
